ity on which they lasten. Immeasurably 
worse will coolies become ii ever ad- 
mitted to citizenship. For nearly thirty 
years they have flocked here, Is reap the 
golden product 'or which alone they 
ccme, and this gained, to hasten bat -!c to 
ei joy there a lile of hffl'ience am< ng 
their coolie caste which here would 
barely be a remove from poSerty. But 
to give them citizenship and iskffrs a 
will cause them literally to swarm here 
They have hitherto come by hundred- ; 
they will, if admitted to naturalization, 
pour here in thousands and lens of thou- 
sands. They w'll spread and march, 
aud devastate and dev. ur like the ver- 
min and locusts of E_'V r t. Overland 
they will push their way across the des- 
erts and the plain; 
throng to everj 
but mainly tl 
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of iittle value to manu acturers. The 
-carcity ot capital is given as another 
cau-e for the continuance of dull times 
in Virginia, and it is claimed that tbe 
people demand a return to the old state 
bankingsyatem that they may be enabled 
to get loans on real estate. The national 
banks a* prohibited from loaning money 
on real estate, because all human ex- 
l«eriencehas shown the folly of that kind 
of banking.

service in time ol war, because ot their 
utter worthlessni ts as soldiers ; scorning 
our schools; scuffing or despising L'un.-u- 
auity or the worship of God, and otub- 
born in their heathenism; practically 
regardless ol and delying our laws, aud 
governed mostly by the laws ot their own 
country as administered here by their 
acknowledged rulers; and enjoying ail 
these benefits of the protection oi the 
constituted authorities without contri-. 
butiug to the maintenance ot our in-.tii.u- 
tions, the coolie hordes woulu prevade 
the country like a pestilence and reduce 
it as a famine. Free white labor wounl 
be crowded lrom shops and lieids, and 
the working-class driven to poverty, Uts- 
deration, and tne lawlessness ot lATf lifj 
wolves. Something more terriole than 
communism would then surely ravage 
the land. Men and women willnotstarvc 
in the midst of plenty, and when woik is 
refused them, and their appeals lor the 
means ot subsistence, to earn their bread 
by the sweat of their brow, are unheeded 
Ml refused, they will by fores and violence 
relieve their necessities in wuat< wr 
manner they can, without ever mopping 
to consider consequences. Conscience .s 
dumb in the delirium of wretchedness 
wrought by the lerociousuess of starva 
lion and the agony ol desoair, and crime 
becomes chronic. Property would Ut pre* 
ciale ,iu value, business would UeCay, iu 
ousiries be paraiyzeel, and securities be- 
(jyiue everywhere precarious. 

To allow suffrage to the coohes would 
be the certain downfall and destruction 
ot the Republic. Tne votes of the coo- 
lie gangs, tbe same as their services and 
their persons, would be at the disposal 
and under the control of their Chinese 
musters, who would farm them out to 
the political parly or the cauuidate on 
the same terms their iaoor is now had- 
to those who paid the higuest price. 
Thus the coolie creeper, it allowed to 
grow from the root ot the tree oi Auiei- 
lcau liberty, will in time become the 
deathly parasite to exhaust and destroy 
the trunk on which it subsists. It tbe 
ignorance, the superstition, the pagan 
ism, the barely civilized despotism— 
with much oi ancient barbarism main- 
tained— oi Cnina is to have sway in this 
country, by means ot the bailot, the 
peril and war which the introduction t.f 
Africans as slaves in the long-gono colo- 
nial days finally wrought, will be as a 
gale in comparison to the hurricane of 
desolation which must at last come as a 
consequence ot the further and fatal ex- 
tension of the suffrage — the admi-siou 
ol the coolies to citizenship. It will not 
then be a war of sections. It will be the 
conflict of races; and, should it ever be- 
fall, woe to tbe vanquished.

Iu 
Georgia, especially, planters and mer- 
chants have done remarkably well dur- 
ing the year. It is true that cotton is 
cheaper than ever before, but at the 
same time it brings a larger return in all 
the necessaries of life. Wages are low, 
but they aie sufficient to supply the 
needs of the working classes. Railway 
stocks has steadily appreciated in value, 
they showing an increase in tiansporta- 
tion. The merchants are doing a larger 
business and on a safer basis than since 
the w»r. A steamship line plying be«. 
twetn Savannah aud New York has 
brou<ht four first-class vessels, costing 
tl 0< ©,000, durfng toe year, and a new 
line of steamers has been put on between 
Savannah and Cuba. A nnmber of im- 
portant branch railways are approaching 
completion. Within the year | '00,000 
ha* leen invested in cotton machinery. 

Tae progress made is due to a number 
of causes, not the least of which is the 
improvement made in their syBtem of 
farming by tbe planters. Smaller farms, 
more cultivation and a greater diversity 
ot crops have wrought a great change. 
In .ormer times the planters only raised 
cotton. They mortgaged the growing 
crops to their factors to buy the neces- 
sarits and luxuries of life. This kept 
them poor always. The repeal of the 
lien lawn permitting a farmer to mort- 
gage his growing crop put au end to this 
part of the ruinous credit Bystem, and 
the good efhet is already visible. The 
negroes are fast acquiring small farms, 
and are developing an amount of indus- 
try and thrift that is quite astonishing 
to their former masters. A large num 
ber of northern farmers have settled in 
the state since the war, and their supe- 
rior methods of farming are being c pied 
ra| idly. What is true of Georgia is 
• true of Alabama and Florida, but in 
:i 1 -er degree. Iu Louisiana the cotton 
crop is good, and the sugar crop large, 
L.ui money is very scarce yet. The buai- 
neat of manufacturing cotton-seed oi] 
and oil-cake is developing rapidly. What 
is wanted now is better facilities lor 
commerce with Mexico and South Atner- 
ies Taken as a whole, the condition ot 
business in the south is belter now than 
at any time sin^e the war, and the out- 
look lor next year is most promising.

We left Dicksonpbrt, at the mouth o 
the Yenisei, on the llth of August, and 
hsd not got far before we perceived the 
charts to be entirely wrong, for the coast 
is in reality far more to the west than 
hitherto supposed. The fine weather 
with which we were at first favored now 
gave way to a dense ai d continuous fog. 
In spite of the elements we pushed on- 
ward, and on the llth passed C*pe Ster- 
legoff, the farthest point yet reached by 
any vessel. We constantly perceived 
small islands not given on the map. On 
Monday, the 12th of Ausust, we encoun- 
tered ice, but not in such quantity as to 
demand special attention. In the after- 
noon the ice began to thicken and grad- 
ually to surround us, so that we were 
quite unable to bnak through the con 
gealed masres. We increased our steam 
power and dashed with full force against 
the heavy blocks, in order to make way 
not only tor ourselves, but also for the 
Lena, our smaller companion, whose iron 
sides are less able to withstand as much 
as the twenty three inch oak planks of 
the Vega. After a while, when nil efforts 
failed, we had to abandon our attempts 
at breaking through at this point. Even- 
ing neared before an outlet was discov- 
ered, through which we eecaptd toward 
the east. 

A wonderful panorama spread around 
us. To the south lay the Taimur land, 
glittering fiery red in the rays ot the 
midnight sun, appearing, by refraction, 
high above the northern bc.r'zon, while 
the ice refl- cting in the air assumed fan- 
tastic forms. Upon the gla-s; surface of 
the sea the two steamers glided smoothly

A couple ot young men from Rock 
Island had a very perilous adventure in 
the river above the government bridge 
a couple of afternoons since. A flock of 
ten geese flew from the Davenport and 
Northwestern railroad track over to the 
middle of the river, and landed amid the 
thick masses of floating ice ; they seemed 
unable to rise from the ice, and roused 
thepity of the ycung'men aforesaid, who 
hurried to the guard bou-H) ontle island, 
procured a skiff and s»t out to r cue the 
gee^e. There was a clear spao < f water 
from their starting place to a point above 
that where the geese alighted on the ice; 
and making that place they turttd down 
stream for the geese, which were now 
passing under tbe bridge between piers 
Nee. 4 and & In five minutes the 
youths were surrounded by ice so thickly 
that they werejhelpless, and were obi *:ed 
to float with the ice and current. They 
cried to persons on the bridge for help, 
and men in the engine house on the draw 
ran down with ropes and threw them to 
to the imperiled navigators, who clutched 
them eagerly. But ropes could not hold 
their craft a great while in that current, 
with the ice passing against it power- 
fully ; so they tied the ends of two lines 
to the bow and stern of the skiff, and the 
men on the bridge took hold of tbe other 
ends and pulled the skiff, with its 
occupants, clear out of the water, and 
held them for several minutes until the 
masses of ice had floated under the boat 
and another clear sheet of water was 
presented , then they were lowered again, 
and they made for tbe island shore with 



ag-iin obliged 
neuvering bet 
all at once, at a distance of barely 800 
yards, we sighted land. Of course we 
anchored and waited for clear weather, 
which finally ensued about three in the 
afternoon, only to be soon replaced by 
fog and ice. Still, as best we could, 
we held eastward until, a favorable 
opportunity for anchoring presented it- 
self in the shape ot a small bay in the 
sound, situated between Taimur Island 
and tbe continent. This haven was 
named by us Aciinia Port, from the 
masst s of a sort o» polypus we saw in the 
water. On the 18th of August we were 
at last relea-ed from our compulsory rest 
by a change of weather driving away 
the surrounding ice. Continually en 
veloped in thick mist, we steered toward 
Cheljuskin, first noticed by us the suc- 
ceeding day. Without really seeing the 
land itself, but only following its icy 
outlines, we, at the approach of night, 
arrived at the little bay situated to the 
west of the northern extremity of Asia, 
and bearing the name ot its first discov- 
erer, the Russian mate Cheljuskin, who 
reached it by land in 1740. Who can 
describe the feelings of triumphant joy 
with which we at last drew near the long- 
sought goal ? 

With all the flags waving and greeting 
the time-honored northern point of the 
old world with five salutes, the Vega 
steamed proudly into the harbor, while 
the sun, as if to give additional luster to 
the festive occasion, dispelled the clouds, 
showing a range ot high, snow-covered 
hills, in the background. From the top 
of a large promontory a bear stared in 
quiringly at his unexpected guests, but 
alter receiving a few shots deemed it 
prudent to retire to the shelter of the 
hills. Continuing our observations tbe 
next day we erected a cairn, in which 
we depodttd a document telling of our 
expedition and future plans. At 1 p. 
ni. on the 20th of Augu-t we weighed 
anchor and steered eastward. After 
battling amid fog and ice, we attained 
the narrow coast of the Taimur penin- 
sula and had then the luck to meet 
almost open water. The coast is about 
fifty E iglish Bu'es more to the west 
than noted down in the chart. On the 
2oth we anchored near a bay. We made 
final observations and sailed onward. 
We are now in tbe mouth of the Lena, 
where we part company with our Lena, 
who carries the mail to Lakut<k, her 
destination. 8>iewill remain there until 
next year, when she will return to 
Europe. We, continuing r>ur course in 
the Vega, hope in * months to bail 
Japan and successfully accomplish the 
long-desired and hoped-for discovery 
of the northern pas-age from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific Ocean

Another subj-ct o conversation bere'is 
the leaking out o 1 certain tacts connected 
with the establishment of Carmelite nuns 
Ot Hochelaga There has been a litle Car- 
melite colony in our ancit-nt suburb for 
several years, but no one has ever heard 
much of them. These nuns are subjected 
to the severest discipline of all the oiders. 
They wear but one garment summer and 
winter, a coarse serge gown reaching to 
the feet, with a hood almost completely 
covering the face. Their feet are shoed 
with sandals, and they are not peimitted 
to wear hosiery. A-. a special lavor, they 
have been allowed, in our severe w inte is, 
to wrap pieces of serge around their feet 
and ankles. They never touch meat, 
poultry, fish, butter or eggs, and eat only 
one meal a day ot bread and boiled vege- 
tables. Their ouches are bare planks 
with a square block of wood for a pillow, 
and they sleep without othei covering 
than their daily dress. Their doors are 
jealously closed, even to women, the 
priest or the doctor. They pass their lives 
insilence, even their prayers being said 
under their breath. Their singing 01 tne 
church service is conducted in a whisper- 
ed monotone. Such acceptatiDn of the 
vows of poverty, chastity and obedience 
has proved a regimen too severe for the 
constitution of the ladies, and several o 
them have died. Others are at the point 
of death, yet the lady superior and the 
nuns themselves steadily refuse to make 
any change in their method of living, 
declaring that all is in God's bands.

A peculiarity common to both Ra- 
manuja sects is the strict privacy with 
which they eat and even preptro their 
meals. No Indians like to be looked at 
while eating. Tbey are firm believers 
in the evil influence ot the human eye 
{drithtidotha). The preparation of food 
is with high caste natives an affair of 
equal secrecy. The mere glance o« s 
man of inferior caste makes the greatest 
delicacies uneatable, and if such k glance 
happens t-> lall on the family supplies 
during tbe cooking eperatiens, when the 
ceremonial puilty of the water used >3 a 
matter ot life or death to every member 
of the household, the whole repast has to 
be thrown away as if poisoned. The 
family is for that day dinnerlts*. Food 
thus contaminated would, ii eaten, com- 
municate a taint to the souls as 
well as to tbe bodies of the eaters — a 
taint which could only be removed by 
long and painful expiation. In travel- 
ing over every part ot India, and dili- 
gently striving to note the habits of the 
.natives in every circumstance of their 
1 daily life, I never once saw a single Hin- 
du, except of the lowest cm te, either 
preparing or eating cooked food ot any 
kind. The Rsmannp s carry these ideas 
to an extravagant extreme. They care- 
fully lock the doors ot their kitchens and 
protect their culinary and prandial oper- 
ations from the gaze ot even high-cast* 
Brabmans of tribes and sects different 
from their own.

Home of the farmers who have bought 
patent cow-milkers, now call them cow 
dryers. 

There is no animal that will better 
repay the cost of good extra keep than a 
dairy cow in full milk. 
' A stock dealer in western Iowa recently 
bought 40,000 bushels of corn at Lemars 
at eight cents per bushel. 

The agricultural papers generally are 
entering into a pretty free discussion on 
the good quality of sorghum. 

Standard apple trees should be plant- 
ed sixty feet apart each way, though 
in poor soils twenty five feet may be 
enough. 

Clean up all rubbish about the yard 
and buildings, and remove manure heaps 
—having all.poasible materials for com- 
post gathered and utilized 

The London Omnibus Company, 
which ten years ago fed their horses 
principally with oats and beans with hay, 
now feed almost exclusively on Indian 
corn and hay. 

The best flavored meat, and at the same 
time of the richest quality, is attained 
when the cows fee*! on old and rich per- 
manent pastures in summer, the flavor 
l>eing particularly sweet. 

Home of our beat butter-makers claim 
that from the time the milk leaves the 
cow till the butter graces the table, milk, 
cream and butter should be near the 
temperature of *50 J Fahrenheit. 

Work not a rod of land more than you 
can work well. It is easier and far more 
profitable to reap sixty bushels from one 
acre than fifty from two. Manure arid 
proper cultivation will enable you to do 
it. 

General Littledalc, who has a farm 
opposite Liverpool, England, keeps 
eighty-five cows and fifteen working 
bones on the produce of eighty acres of 
land. This shows what thorough culti- 
vation will do. 

Do not work butter too much nor too 
fast. Work slowly, and until all the 
palt is thoroughly and evenly ab orbed, 
.i herwise the butter will not be of uni- 
form color. Working it too fast will 
destroy the grain. 

If chickens have cho!era give them wet 
food for a few days, well stirred into one 
teed a teaspoontul of sulphur, and into 
the next about a teaspoon'ul of powdered 
charcoal, and so alternate the food for 
a*sr.nt three days. 

Laugh at scientific or book farming- 
just aa much aa you please, yet the man 
who takes advantage of air, soil and fer- 
tilisers, studies how to manufacture 
grain and roots, meat and fruits, out of 
tbeae raw materials, ia the one to suc- 
ceed. 

All the harvesting implements and 
machines should be cleaned and oiled— 
both wood-work and iron— and stored 
in a dry covered place. To remove rust 
use crude petroleum; then brush over 
vrith linseed oil. Tetroleum ia a •*©<*, 
preserver ol wood. 

On heavy loams of clay, clover roots 
penetrate the subsoil and open it to the 
fertilizing influence* of air and light. It 
is rich, too, in nitrogen, and in the decay 
bt its leaves and roots it gives the soil 
just what is wanted to grow a maximum 
crop of any kind of grain. 

Pure air and good water are of even 
greater importance than exercise in the 
care of young animals They are often 
huddled together in houses altogether 
iwuffiueiit, iu size, and in which the at- 
mosphere is almost constantly impure 
from the product of respiration. 

Boussincault prescribes the proper 
temperature for churning to be f>9° for 
sweejt cream, 62° for sour and 6-T for 
milk About ontMourth of the total 
amount of butter globules which exist 
in the cream escapes collection, which 
accounts for the rich taste of buttermilk. 

To make a cheap pork barrel, buy a 
coal oil barrel, knock one head in ; take 
a bunch of old hay, set fire to it, and 
throw it in the barrel ; let it burn until 
the staves begin to burn ; put it out by 
turning the barrel upajde down ; scrape 
the coals off, and you have a goow, sweet 
barrel. 

There is no better time than the pres- 
ent lor draining wet ground. Swamps 
are now dry ; wofk is not pressing ; every 
toot of land a farmer owns should be 
made profitable, and if the season is per- 
mitted to pass and this work is neglected, 
a year must elapse before the opportunity 
returns. 

On stiff clays, barley may yield a 
greater produce, but it ia of a coarse 
quality. On light chalky soils, it is thin 
■ finned, rich in color, and, through light 
in weight, well adapted tor malting. On 
loamy lands and sandy marls, it assumes 
greater plumpness, yet still retain its 
malting quality. 

Farmer, read agricultuial books and 
papers, attend meetings devoted to your 
calling, compare your crops with those 
of your neighbors. If you doubt the 
propriety of a certain culture for cert 
crops, and desire information relative to 
the field of your labor, write to the 
commissioner of agriculture. 

Before cuttiug up corn the sepd corn 
rheuM be selected, taking ears from 
ftalks that have borne two or more good 
ones. The tops of the selected stalks 
may be broken down, to mark them, and 
when the crop is cut, ieft standing until 
the ears are perfectly ripe, then they 
should be gathered and stored in a dry, 
o>>l place. Such selection of seed will 
tell well in the next crop, 

Cabbage has a superior value 'or feed 
ing purposes. English cattle feeders as 
sr rt that their beasts progress faster on 
cabbage mixed with plenty of fine-cut 
wheat straw and cotton seed cake than 
with any other vegetable. Cabbage 
c .ntaing one part flesh-forming substance 
to three of heat- producing, while in 
potatoes the flash-forming is only one to 
twenty. Cabbage is also rich in mineral 
matter. 

A write* in an exchange says: Expe- 
rience gaimd the past season goes to 
sliow jhat liberal manuring ii the most 
r conomical. We can see in the past har- 
vest where $5 more fertilizer per acre 



would have been twice that value in 
grain. There can be no doubt that arti- 
ficial manuring must become a part of 
cur settled practice iu the future, and 
making a few careful experiments will 
*ive valuable eiperience as to the use of 
these fertilizers. 

Teach the boys to love the farm, but 
do not prove hard taskmasters. Do not 
make their farm life one of drudgery and 
toil if vou would have their thoughts in 
after life turn lovingly to their old homes 
and happy youne live*- Teach them that 
something more than mu-cle and physi- 
cal endurance is required, that indeed 
agriculture is a siience or art, that 
should be conducted according to clearly 
defined laws and well eitablhdied princi- 
ples, and successful in proportion to the 
intelligence that directs it.- Exchange-

Chocolate Cream. — One-half cupful 
of grated chocolate and one cupful of 
water, boil together, then add one cupful 
of sweet milk and let that boil; t h n one 
heai ing tablespoonful of corn t>mch dis- 
solved in a little mi!k, swet • n very 
sweet, and when cold Savor with vanilla. 

Spanish Pickled Onions. — Cut on- 
ions into slices; put a layer of them in a 
jar, sprinkle with salt and cayenne pep 
per, then add another layer of onions and 
seas >n aa before. Proceed in this way 
until the jar is full, and pour cold vino- 
gar over ail till covered. Will bj fit to 
use in a month. 

KrssiAJJ Salad. — Cut up raw apple? 
and tvery kind of available vegetables 
into small slices, and lay them iu a shal- 
low di.-h with salt, a little vinegar and 
pepper and the best .i!. The dressing 
must thoroughly saturate the mixture 
for at least twelve hours, and then the 
eff ct will be found very agreeable. 

Soft CrsTAKD. — The yelks of three 
egg* to a pint of milk ; boil the milk ; 
pour hot on the eggs, well beaten pre- 
viously, then return to the pail, add two 
tal!e>poonfuU ol sugar, aul one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla; boil until thick, 
then pour into.cups; whip the whites 
witri two tablespooufuls of powdered 
sugar, and a teaspoouful of extract of 
emon, and drop a little on each. 

KhfcF.3. — Beat the whiten of four eggs 
to a stifl froth, stir into them a cup and 
oaar 



Take one pint of good cream, a quarter 
of a pound of butter, and stir until it is 
thick; then let it stand until it is cool, 
and put into it a little beaten mace, a 
little salt and a gill of wine. Stir all well 
together; then take the chickens out of 
the pan, throw away the milk and water 
they were boiled with, and put the 
chiokens into the sauce, shaking the pan 
till they are hot, and then serve them 
up. 

Boston Bakku Beans— First obtain 
a Boston bean-pot and some small white 
beans ; the small beans are the best ; put 
oue quart of beans to soak in cold water 
at night ; in the morning take them out 
of that water and put them into a kettle 
and scald them ; do not let them boil ; 
skim them out of that water and put 
tht m into the bsan-pot ; on top of the 
beans place half a pound of salt pork, 
part tat and part lean, first having taken 
the iind off from the pork and slashing 
the top of the pork in small Fquares ; add 
• me and one-half tablespoonluls of mo- 
lasses; and fill up the pot with boiling^ 
water ; bake twenty-four hours in a blow 
oven, and as the water cooks away, fill 
up with boiling water. 

Ci.av Chowpfb. — Put in a pot some 
small slices of (at salt pork, enough to 
line the bottom of it ; on that a layer of 
potatoes cut in small slices; on the pota 
toes a layer of chopped onions ; on the 
onions a layer of tomatoes, in slices or 
canned tomatoes ; on the latter a layer 
of clams, whole or chopped, they are 
generally chopped, then a layer of crack- 
ers. Then repeat the process, that is, 
another layer of potatoes on that of the 
clams-; on this one of onions, etc., till the 
pot is nearly full. Every layer is sea- 
soned with salt and pepper. Other spices 
are sometimes added, according to taste, 
such as thyme, cloves, bay leaves and 
tsrraeon. When the whole is in, cover 
with water, set on a slow fire, and when 
nearly done, stir gently, finish cooking 
and serve. The more potatoes used the 
thicker it will be. When done, if tound 
too thin, boil a little longer; if found too 
thick, add a little water, give one boil 
and serve.

Cut 
in small pieces, sty two inches large 
Mix thoroughly in a large earthen dish 
with plenty of granulated sugar, the 
stmeas for eating. Have the jars ready 
scalded and dried, put in the fruit 
packe l closely, and, after filling, run a 
silver knife or spool in at the sides, to 
exclude theair, and seal up at once. No 
cooking required. This will be found 
delictual swee tmeaU, even better than 
the fresh fruit. 

Ciia RliOTTK Ruke. — Take one- fifth 
of a package of gelatine and half a cupful 
cold milk, place in a faripa boiler, and 
stir gently over the fire until the gelatine 
is dissolved ; pour Into a dish, and place 
in n cool room ; take one pint of rich 
cream and whisk it with a tin egg-beater 
until it is thick ; flavor the cream with 
either vanilla or wine, and sweeten to 
taste; when the gelatine is cool strain 
carefully into the prepared cream ; line a 
mold with lady fingers; then pour the 
crc.ni in carefully until it is filled ; 
c iv r with lady fingers and ice the top 
if you desire to. 

Fluid Scar. — For cleaning, removing 
■•pots, stains, etc., the following is the 
best soap: Get from the druggist in 
th? same bottle, four ounces of aqua 
ammnnii, one ounce of sulphuric ether, 
one ounce of glycerine and one ounce of 
■hphoL Cut into small pieces four 
ounce* of white castlfe soap; pour over it 
a qua-t of tepid water; keep it over the 
8re until all the soap it dissolve J; then 
add three quarts of tepid water; take it 
from the fire; add the mixture and bot- 
tle it iro mediately. Wet a sponge with 
the fluid soap, rub it on the soiled places 
and wipe dry » ith a clean rag. 

G reengage Tabt.— Make a short 
paste with one white and three yelks of 
egsr, an ounce of suear, an ounce of but- 
ter, a small piuch of salt, and flour suffi- 
cienf. to roll. Work it lightly, and n>ll 
it out to the thickness of a quarter of an 
inch. Line a flat mold with this paste, 
fill it with uncooked rice, and bake it. 
When done, remove the rice, and put in 
grt engages treated as follows : Stone 
the fruit and cut in. halves, and stew it 
for an hour with plenty of powdered 
loaf sugar and a little water, adding at 
the last a liquor glass of pale brandy, to 
be rerved hot or cold.

The turning-point in Mr. Clemens' 
life was made in 186S, when he went to 
the Holy Land With the excursionists 
on the steamer Quaker City. He had 
b?en in New York bat a short time, act- 
ing as correr-pondent for the Alta. when 
the opportunity occurred to make this 
trip, which proved eventually to be the 
most fortunate one for our Bohemian. 
The proprietors had been paying so 
much per letter, in which Mr. Clemens 
served up New York in a serio-comic 
way, when they were astonished to rt - 
ci ive an urgent re quest to advance $l,2l>0 
to enabie him to go abroad with the 
" Innocents" — the consideration for this 
to be correspondence from points of inter- 
est vi-ited. He wrote, live or six letters 
during the same voyage. After a little 
hesitation, natural, under such circum- 
stances, Mr. Clemens' reqnest was 
granted, and he joined the excursionists. 
To the moral and religious people whe 

mMtle up the paity, his presence wan nn 
desirable, for he still cariied his mining 
manners with him, and spoke the Washoe 
vernacular. It hspj>en> d among the 
pa j sencers there was an old gentleman 
from Elmira, N. Y., named Langdon, 
who wa.-i accompanied by hi* son, a mere 
t>oy, and daughter. This boy conceived 
a sort of friendship for Mr. Clemens, and 
associated with him almost constantly 
He introduced his friend to his sister. 
Miss Olivia L. Lingdon. and we may 
add, to his fate. The old gentleman 
fought rather shy of the Washoe Buhe*. 
mian's society, but the young^lady looked 
on him kindly, and the light of her eyes 
purified his life. It was a case of love at 
first sight as far as Mr. Clemens was con- 
cerned, and the influence of the feeling 
was most beneficial. He began to live 
cleanly in a moral sense, abandoned cards 
and gambling and drink, and gave up 
scoffing at the religious opinions of his 
tallow passengers. He wanted to find 
grace with the lady of his love and her 
father. Before the voyape was over he 
asked Mr. Langdon for Olivia, and the 
refusal he received chilled but did not 
dishearten him. He simply told the 
somewhat indignant parent that he could 
wait, but he was determined to marry 
his daughter. It was said of John Fos- 
ter, the English writer, and at one time 
editor of the London Examiner, that his 
love letters were the most remarkable 
ever penned, because they were written 
at the instigation of a youn^r lady whom 
he wished t. make his wife, but who, 
knowing his habitual indolence, and at 
the same time his great talent, refused 
to listen to bin add res- till he had dis" 
tincuished himself. He did so, and won 
a bride that was proud of him. Mr. 
Ciemens' case is hardly parallel to this, 
but is similar in some respects. We 
think his "Innocents Abroad" was a 
labor ot love in a degree. It made him 
-amcus as a humorous writer, and while 
all the woritt was talking about him and 
his book he came to Elmira, accompan- 
ied by an editorial friend from Cleves 
land, and apun renewed his suit f-ir 
Miss Langdon's hand. This time the old 
man listened with more complacency. 
The yound lady's brother plead- d for 
C cmens. and his Cleveland friend, who 
knew Mr. Langdon well, also advocated 
his cisims. But more powerful pleaders 
than all of these was the young lady's 
h and for her father, the evidences 
of capacity Mr. Clemen* had given, and 
also of reformation ot lite. A family 
meeting was held, and into its charmed 
circle the expectant bridegroom giadly 
stepped.

AFGHANISTAN AMDJTS PEOPLE. 

London Telegraph. 

Afghanistan, which we hear so much 
about, is looked upon as the northwest 
" gate of India," and consists of two long 
districts or. provinces, named respect- 
ively C.tbul and Khorassan; the forme r 
being a mountainous region situated 
north of (rhuziii and the r^ufed Koh or 
White mountains, and bounded on the 
east and west by the Indus and the ex- 
panse of country known as the Hazara ; 
while the latter extends on the north to 
Hazara and Ghor, with the Suliman 
range on the ejisi and Persia on the west. 

The scouery in Cabnl, which is the 
chief i?eat of the Ameer |of Afghanistan 
— Shere AH Ktu;n — is very grand, and 
consists mainly of lolty snow-capped 
mountains, the lower portion Jof which 
are covered with pine-forests, while the 
vales and glens are enriched wi'.h lux- 
uriant foliage and watered by numerous 
mountain streams. Khorassan, or the 
I.md of the Sun, is, on the other hand, 
almost the opposite of Cabul, for its 
priuci pal features are long low ranges o: 
rocky hills aud elavated plateaus ol saod 
and gravel ; and while the summer in 
Cabul is rendered mild and bearable by 
the cool breezes waited down to its plains 
from the mountains, Khorassan has to 
bear the full blaze of the fierce Indian 
sun. 

In the Mohammedan cemetery'on the 
southeast of the city of Cabul is a tomb- 
stone with the following epitaph: 
" Here lyeth the body of John Hick", 
son of Thomas and Edith Hick-<, who 
departed this life 11th October.

The dominant race in Khorai-sin i- 
undoubtedly the Brahoe, which ia sup- 
posed by some authorities to have come 
from Abyssinia, while others maintain 
that the tribes are of Mongol extraction. 
The term B looch (for these tribes are 
also known as the Beloochees— Bc-loo 
chistan being the original name of Kho- 
rassan) or Bilush, as it is written by the 
Persian scribes, is, according to Prof. 
Kawlinson, derived from Belus, King of 
Babylonia, the Nimrod of scripture. 

The government of each tribe is a 
most compiete democracy, split up into 
as many factiot s as there are families. 
Each section of a tribe ha*> its own quar- 
rels and supports its own chief, whose 
tenure of authority is often of the most 
precarious nature, being rai*ed to power 
one day to ba overthrown the next. 
There are also blood-icuds of long stand 
ing between them, so that village is 
divided agtin^t village and house against 
house. It was to oue of these terrible 
feuds that the late Lord Mayo owed his 
sad death ; the man who assassinated 
him having been sentencad to penal 
servitude for life for killing another 
with whom he had a feud. He had 
once been servant te the Viceroy and 
thought that he should have pardoned 
him. 

The most numerous and important 
race are the Afghans proper, whose form 
of government and general customs re- 
semble all other Mohammedan nations, 
and wbo, wliiie proud of their Islamism, 
do not hesitate to break all its laws when- 
ever their 1 >ve of fighting, thieving and 
debanchery makes it incumbent on them 
to do so. The absence lrorn their midst 
of honor and patriotism is very remarka- 
ble; indeed, they are a b<»oted and 
treacherous tec.*, stained by indescriba- 
ble uebauchery, ahd degraded to the 
lowest depths of infamy and corruption. 

In spite of their debauchee] lives, it is 
remarkable to fin I that the Afghans and 
Beloochees are, physically, fine races, 
tall, robust, well-formed and active. 
The former, especially, have extremely 
handsome faces ; and the beauty ol their 
women has been noticed by all our trav- 
elers. The Afghans are great sportsmen, 
hunting and hawking b.dng their lavor- 
ite pastime, while in marksmanship 
and horsemanship they cannot be ex- 
celled. Strange to say, chess is one of 
their amusements; but what they most 
like is to lie and listen to stories of the 
"Arabrian |Nights" style, though more 
interminable and always of a more or less 
corrupt nature. 

The females enhance their beauty by 
all the arts so well known to the Eastern 
peoples; and their hair worn in long 
plaits, is often adorned with ornaments 
of a rough, yet, withal, ot an effective 
character, composed of metal or glass. 
The women of the higher classes are, 
however, kept in strict seclusion, and 
nobody is permitted to enter the bat ems, 
where they pa^ the greater part of their 
lives. 

Perhaps the most lawless ol all the 
Afghan tribes is the frontier tribe, the 
Waz'ris, who are bom wafffen and 



splendid horsemen. It was these men 
who lately lined the sides and summits of 
the mountains in the Khyber Pass for 
the purpose ot preventing the passage of 
friendly mission and its escort. The 
head-men of the Waziris are, it appears, ' 
now periodically summoned to Cabul, 
whence they return bearing handsome 
presents from the Ameer. Tne members 
of the tribe are, however, an astute pet 
of fellows ; and it is not at all improbable 
that they may eventually desert Shere 
All in spite ol his presents, in order to 
accept regular pay from the Indiau gov- 
ernment. For though es t- 
ing men, the Wtziris are fond of money, 
and are not ouly dreaded by their neigh 
bors for their ferocious bravery, but nre 
like win envied for their wealth. They 
po.-8ess a famous breed of horses, which 
they have managed very cleverly to 
keep to themselves. These horses are 
di-uinguifhed by a peculiar curve and 
twi-t of the ear, and are remarkable 'or 
their wiry, hardy frame and high tem- 
per. The tradition is that the Waziris 
stole the royal progenitors cr their studs 
from the stables of the "Persian \adir 
Shah when he invad d India ; but the 
Waziris themselves assert that the con- 
queror bestowed the precious anim.sls 
upon their "ancestors as a mark of his 
admiration of their brilliant horseman 
ship. 

They never shoe their steeds, but 
ride them bare-hoofed and even at time* 
bare-backed, up at.d down the dangerous 
mountain pafses, as if they were verita- 
ble centaurs ; and si highly do they prize 
their exclusive possession of the breed 
that they will never sell a mare, though 
a market is held periodically at Thul t >r 
the sale of horjes. 

In some parts of the country, so thiev. 
ish are the propensities of the inhabit- 
ants that, while one man plows in the 
field another stands on the watch, rifle 
in hand. Indeed, the Toris of Bagbzii, 
a large hamlet situated near Saddah. are 
all thieves ; and when a male child is 
born, the baptismal ceremony consists in 
putting the infant burular through a 
hole in the wall, while his relatives ex- 
hort him to be a thief " heart and tiaud,'' 
as his father and grandfather were before 
him. A mailiu-spike, used for breaking 
holes through the mud walls of nci^hb-rs' 
hou-es, is part of the regular furniture 
ot a Tori house, and is looked uj>on as a 
household chattle, esj>ecia!ly in the 
home of a young couple about to make a 
start in life. 

On the other side of the hill, or moun- 
tain, where these peopfa dwell, exists a 
tribe called the J.jis; and the two tribe* 
nourish such a hatred of each other 
that no member of either party darts to 
cro--s th. - * barrier which thus separate- 
them. These Jajis live In njuare struct- 
ures of stone and mud erected on log 
platforms and profusely loop-holed. The 
entrance is from beneath by a trap-door 
and rope-ladder, which is drawn up when 
the inmate is hcused. When neighbor- 
ing families are at feud, they keep such 
a strict watch cn each other's movement?

of savagery that they may have com- 
mitted. When they are thoroughly 
aroused, they dance about the sides and 
summits of the hill*, yelling fearfully, 
and brandishing wildly their terrible 
Afghan knives. Chanting a war-song as 
an accompaniment to pipes and drums, 
ihey endeavor to terrify an enemy to the 
utmost extent previous to attacking him. 
It is an artounding fact, however, that 
although they are deaf to every other 
appeal which may be made to them, | 
they instantly submit to listen te one 
based upon their "honor!" Savage 
and lawless as they are, they yet deem 
themselves possessors of " honor," and an 
appeal based upon their honor as Afghan 
gentlemen is simply irresistible. Surely 
this is a remarkable psychological tact, 
and one that is worth inquiring into by 
students in the science of ethnology. 

Afghanistan and British India are 
divided by a mountainous range, which 
reaches in some ca*e9 to an elevation ot 
18 000 feet, and which not ouly serves lor 
a screen through which a secretly-col- 
lected army could dash upon an unsus- 
pecting foe, but also consists ot a broad 
tract ot mountainous land, inhospitable 
to the last degree and inhabited, as we 
have already seen, by numerous savage 
and utterly lawless tribes. It is pierced 
by several parses, the most famous ot 
which is the Kyher or Khyber, of evil ] 
memory, near which, in 1833, a large 
Euglish force was literally cut to pieces, 
one man alone escapiog to Jelalabad to 
tell the lamentable awry. There are 
now about seventeen weii de fined roads 
practicable for the movements ot lighlly- 
t«.jui, p • ; columns, auiu lour along wtiicli 
guus could be taken. These are annually 
traversed by Afghan merchants wno 
bring the produce of Central Asia into 
Hindostan and take back English wares 
in exchange.
